lour first pnrsKTaph ie correct In nteting that th^ request Is for all records, 
including ”of anj' distribution of thoec records.*' 

Having stated the request correctly you then appear to resort to what in uy exi^er- 
lence ie a standard m device for evasion, and i mean to 3Ugj;aat that evasion is an 
Illegal act. 


Wrut you ap,tly a lisit tiKS e;»et moenln.3 of which Is not stated, "There arn two 
portnln to *'*r. Wolsborg." requeot ie not limited to what -vor you 
ma.i by Eia_n files. It iccludos jjii mcordn of any nature or aourco and -.ihercver or 
towi'ver filed. Tney can be minor files. They crai bs what you call "do not file" files. 

Thtry can be what you call "IntoiTial acourlty" files, oven "treanon." 

lou have mariy individual files under a wide Vaxlaty of ideutiflcations. Prom my 
asaoclationa In hew Orleans and elsewhere in the territory of the Hew Orleans *'leld Office 
you can have m under "Racial Mattere-Bomblng." If you have a designation for pot smoJeers, 
you ^ even find records of me there. You will find me in your files of clippings, as 
^u will in files relating to in Oarilaon and what was called in hew Crloans Ilia "probe," 
V acquaintances and associations in Orleans include porso/is I have every reason to 
believe were of interest to your office, whether or not that was a proper interoat. 

Bocauae my work in Orleans involved an Interest in some of itn agents I do ask 
that you abmdon these devices and do what lawful behavior requires of you, make a search 
^ ^od faith Md with due diligence of tho-;o files that are Indexed and those that the 
GAO has recently rc+ported are not covered by normal Indices. 

Please don't forget the files on Warren Conmiaslon and Oarriaon wltnessea. 

During tto ^s of tho Garrison adventure there wore meetings In the NO fO. Pron some 
of the accounts they ulght be described as festive occasions. In addition to tho 3Aa there 
^ticipants. Tliese other participants ranged from the late Itevid i’errie to 
rejwrtors. It may not be known to the i'BI but aoine of your guests wore not exactly what 
you i.ilght con^der 'secure." Ky files include raixxrter'a notes on auch gatherings and the 
discussl^ that were enjoyed by the partidpanta, the FBI and its guests. So I again ask 
that on this round you do as you should have done to begin with, make a good-faith search 
for all rtjcords. Another suggestion is that you not overlook your files on finks,

A}m« NO FO King as'.jasalnfition rucords were provided to oic. Hot ali. Under tlio torna 
of a stipulation requested by the FiJl as an alte native to fixing a Vniu-hr^ 
inventory the FBI was inquired to give ue a list of all the levant files in certain 
field offices of which Hew Orleans was one. Instead, from what the i’31 informed me, it 
provided tae with no list of any kind, no record of copies it did not provide, and claimed 
it provided only what had not been provided fron FBI Ilil files. The New Orleans reoorda 
have include directions from that certain Inventigatlons bo conducted. Wlmt was 
provided does not include the results of such investigations. I have difficulty believing 
that the orders of HQ were not followed In JIow ^rlaans, I also have examined certain PHI 
materials relating to ^'aw ‘Orleans that wore not provided by tho FBI. I htive reoelvod no 
record relat^g to the investigations of such materials. To facilitate a belated search 
for all that/you continue to withhold I give you one llluatratlon. 

There iu a map of New Orleans that is attributed to James Bari Ray. A number of 
locations are narkod on it. When I exfurdned It, which was after it had been disted for 
flngorprlnts, part of this map was miasing, I made some investigation of the locations 
marked on that map. I not only cannot imagine tbs dauntless FBI not inveatigating all the 
locations marked on that map ^ i cannot conceive of its not having had any interest in 
some of the locations, 

^ow if you have provided me with the xeeults of any auoh investigations, ploass be 
kind enough to provide me with the references. I have all the ri^nords that I was told 
came from the NO FO files separately and exactly as I rooelved tbai, 1 enn find each 
section ami each serial without difficulty. 

There am not the only looationa that should have been Investigated, There uiao are 
persons who should have been investliiated. 1 recall ths reluctance of the tiO b'O to inquire 
into some of the:-% persons. I also find no refer noo of any Idnd to othsra who wore pro- 
bable euapecte of one kind or another. Some of these might be in internal security or 
racial matter files and others of similar content, 

la short you have not cocnlled witli the raqiiasta in C.A.75-1 J?6 uni I would like 
you to now. 1 also would like what I Jmva not been provided, a list of all SIio files 
searched and of all those sont to Washington under this suit. If tlio ssi^ration of what 
was supposedly provided feom Bq files was made in New Orl ans, then you have worksheets 
and similar records that are relevant and I would also like for purposes of ciieukiug. 

These also would coiistikute a Jdnd of inventory. 

When you tell iis that some JFK assassination records ere available in the FBI 
Madlng room, as you do in your third paragrpah, you are deliberately/refusing to comply, 

I did not have to be told that sooe expurgated recorda are avalXabe In the rsaoing room. 

A weok before your letter queetlons of this nature wore litigated. The FBI lost and did not 
appeal. I am not raqulrod to gc to the PRI reeding room, lou are roqulrcd to nrovide 
coplon, not irrelevant roforrals. 

four Dlarepresentatuon in this is extensive, significant and cannot be Innocent, 
lou actually represent that every NO FO record Is duplicated in a single Part of I'Bl HQ, 
its central files. This is false in more ways that one. All Hvi fUc 3 are mjt in m^ntral 
files and all FOs have records they do not send to Washington. These are otUy aomo of the 
resaona I addxeeaed separate requeats to the NO FO, 

It is not your function or your right to state what ia or In not "madily available" 
to me jBiaSHb2JS» as at the FBD reading room. In fact nothing is "readily avall. ble" to 
M there, whether or not you are aware of this and the reasons for it. i beUovo it Is your 
function to comply with my information requests from the HO FO files and to do it promptly 
and In good faith, as the Acts provide. I hope It is not asking too much to ask that you 
please do this now. 


Tn« voluBu? of records provided by tin ie so freat ^ believe it is not iiapoetiible 
that in prooesaiiUi them control over contents aiay not ba coaplete. Also, sonc of those 
on^a^d in the proccasins are no lontjor in Washington. I therefore let you know that 
Kas .jrovided with soii^e internal records tliat include orders that my inforration requests 
not bo coapU-td with, requests that go back to 1566. Other recor..s reflect plans for 
steps to bo taken agali.at ae, la one inetance tlie wonl "atop" was used. 

In 1969 I wrote ths Attorney 0?neral to report that I had bsen tnforacd of what 
I regarded as improper acts by agents and of intrusions into niy life and work. Without 
ehecklnv old files I cannot be certain that Informed the 'Attorney ''•inoral of the 
source of those reports to me. I did have ths ‘»ew Orleans field Office in mind. I do 
have a copy of the referral to the Director for an investigation. I do not have the 
r<i;sults or any other Wew Orleans records relating to this or to the rear-ons for the 
reports being made to mo. 

It may also facilitate your belated search to k.-ww that in and around New Wrltans I 
was In association with narcotics and criminal informants. 

I do not believe that the NO iX) requires any lielp from me in making a oonsci<nitious 
search of all relevant records under all requests, both FOIA and PA, However, if you 
beUeve otherwise, please ask me for whatever lnfor:jation you may require. It would save 
time if you have any such questions if you send them diractlj: to me. *'*r. Ijcsar is not 
in B pcsiticn to respond to them. He would have to forward your latter to ms. 

I have Just reread your letter. I do not find it to otate that you havo coapliad 
with my PA r-'-quest. four letter is phrased to 3u,-3fe3t this but it faxla short of 
stating it. I am confident that even in what may be in the randing roosa you iiuvu not 
provided’ what is required to be provided to ms under the t-rrms of PA. Also, PA requires 
that sons records that are provided to requeotors not bo provided to otJwi-a. Prior to the 
deposit 01 ' the last Jf'A releases id?, -esar reminded toe Department of tide and that I 
had not maived my Tu.ghts under that Act. aast sumtif r, .hen the Jureau did provide a 
siuattorlng of its records, I also notified it of this ^ writing, particularly because 
sOius of tnose reoorda were total fabricationd. If you have uot ueeu inxeroed ol it 1 
pi provittod proof 3 of tl»i infldsaity to fact on aoiue of t'nose records*
